The Senate Reduces River and Harbor | 
Appropriations. 

WaeHINGTON, July 16.—In the senate, after 
disposing of some business of little importance, 
Mr. McMillan moved to take up the river and 
harbor bill, but waived that motion tempo- 
rarily in order to allow some pension bills to 
be considered. 

Obiection was made to this, but the senate, 
by a vote of 24 to 19, directed the pension bills 
to be proceeded with.

WASHINGTON, July 16. — Representative 
Moriill, of Kaneas, from the committee on in- 
valid pensions, today reported back the bill 
granting an increased pension to John W.

that it be passed overthe president's veto. 
The report says that the claimant, in his ap- 
plication, alleges that disease of his eyes was 
result of diarrbwa contracted in the service, 
and the opinion of the medical examiner is to 
the effect that the disease of his eyes 
cannot result from diarrhoe.

THE ABSCONDING CASHIER. 


How Thompson Swindled a St. Louis Lady 
Out of Her Money. 


Sr. Lovurs, July 16.—Behind an attachment 
suit which Mrs, Cornelia Sanborn has brought 
against the property of Almon B. Thompson, 
the absconded cashier of the Providence Sav- 
ings bank, liesastory, which, if true, will 
show that Thompson’s alleged forgeries and 
general crookedness extended further than 
was at first generally supposed. Some time 
ago Mis Sanborn loaned the cashier $5,000, 
secured by certificates of bank stock 
as collateral. These she placed in her strong 
box in the vaults at the bank, and when it 
became known Monday that the bank was em- 
barrageed she called and asked for her box and 
it was given her. She removed the certiii- 
cates, and taking them to a broker asked him 
torellthem. The broker took the certificates 
and upon examining found that they were 
forged. Itissaid Thompson had access to 
Mrs. Sanborn’s box, and that he substituted 
forged for genuine certificates, which heafter- 
waids sold. 

Important information concerning probable 
the wrereabouts of the cashier were received 
today fromBenjamwin J. Wertheimer, a lawyer, 
of Chicago, who states that he met Thompson 
in that city last Tuesday morning. It is sup- 
posed he was on the way to Detroit, whence he 
went to Canada... Today the first steps 
in the direction of apprehending 
bim were taken. Warrants charging him with 
embezzlement and grand larceny were issaed 
and the directors employed two attorneys, one 
to carry on the civil and the other the criminal 
branch of the prosecution. Detectives have 
been put upen the case and are now busily en- 
gaged following up the various clues. 


STRUCK BY A SQUALL. 


Accident to an Excursion Party on the 
North Chrolina Coast. 

Norro.k, Va., July 16.—Particulars of an 
accident to a party of excursionists on Albe- 
marie sound, on Wednesday last, reached here 
this evening.

EIGHT BOMB-THROWERS BEFORE 
A JURY. 


Spies end His Gang of Conspirators in the Court 
Room—The Prosecution Introduces Evidence 
Proving the Whole Murderous Pilot 
~The Secret Meetings, Eto. 


CHICAGO, July 16.—The eight anarchists on 


taial are composed, their manner betrays no 
sense of uneasiness, Apparently they are care- 
less of the past and indifferentas to the future. 
When the court opened at 10 o’clock an ad- 
jourpment for one hour was taken at the re- 
quest Of state’s attorney Mr. Grinnell. Later 
he said his reason for desiring the delay was 
the circumstance that witnesses in a certain 
branch of the case have not appeared, These 
witnesses were newsptper repor- 
ters, mostly, who are to  testi- 
fy to early scenes at Haymarket before 
the riot was perpetrated. A map of Haymar- 
ket, showing the relative positions of the po- 
Hc crowd and speakers at the fatal meeting 
on May 4, was shown and explained to the 
jury. Inspector Bonfield, who commanded 
the'police at the Haymarket riot, was the firat 
witness. He gave a history of the occurrences 
as they have been many times published. He 
said the police were present on that occasion 
by order of the ‘mayor, after a consultation 
over & copy of the anarchists’ circular call- 

that meeting. The instructions to the 
that mo man _ should fire 
a@ shoes except upon an order by his 
superior oflicer. Bonfield gave the order to 
close Up aud return the fire, after bullets had 
been, pouring into the police rank, tor a min- 
ute or more after the bomb explosion. Colin- 
cellar . Black constantly interposed objections, 
but they were overruled or objected to a point 
gained in some other way. After Bonfield’s 
cross €xXamination the court took a recess un- 
til the afternoon.

At the afternoon session, Gottfried Waller, a 
Swiss, was the first witness who testified, 
through an interpreter. He was formerly 
a socialist and attended the meeting 


in question, because he saw a secret invitation 


in socialist papers. A meeting of his society 
was held thatevening. It was called to order 
by the witness shortly after 8:50 a’clock; about 


seventy or eighty men were 
then resent. Witness was chair- 
man, e did not know if guards 


were placed at the door. The commander of 
the society was on the stairs. Fischer and 
Enge! were present. Several “revenge” 
posters were distributed at the meeting. First, 
it was talked abou{ that six men had been 
killed at McCormick’s; then it was discussed 
what should be done the next few days. A 
poster produced was a copy of that distributed 
at the meeting. Engel introduced a resolution 
2s to what should be done, and said if there 
should be an encounter with the police, 
then there should be meetings at various 
places to aid the strikers; that the Northside 
had resolved on that. If something should 
happen the word “rest” was to be published 
in the “Letter Box,” and that was to be a 
signal for the meeting. If there shonld be a 
disturbance, they were to meet in Wicker 
park,armed, Then a committee was appoint- 
ed t® watch movementsin the city, and re- 
po) 7 anything happened, and if riots 
shouta occur we should storm the police sta- 
tions and cut the telegraph wires. Then we 
shuuld down everything that came against 
us. Then if one police station was stormed 
they should do the same with others, mowing 
down all thatcame. They were to commence 
at the station on North avenue. Engel said 
the easiest mode would be tothrow a bomb in 
the station. Nothing was:said in the meet- 
ing about where the plan originated. It was 
decided to call a meeting of the workingmen 
next evening. 

Those present were not to participate in the 
Haymarket meeting. Only the committee was 
to be there. If they should report that some- 
thing had happened ,then the others should 
come down upon the police, then the militia— 
whatever should come against them. Witness 


said: 

“We also thought that the fire department 
should be disabled. First we were 
to attack the North avenue 


police station, then the next one, as fate would 
have it. The plan was to attack the police 
statiovs to prevent the police from coming to 
aid ifthere shoulda bea fightin thecity. We 
all thought there would be a fight and so gal- 
culated. The plan was adopted with the un- 


derstanding that every group should act 
independently, according to the 
general plan. Those present 


were from all the groups, from all parts of the 
city. The same programme was to be carried 
out in every part of thecity. There was 
nothing said about Haymarket. It was not 
expected that the police should get to Hay- 
market. Only ifthe strikers were attacked, 
we should shoot the police. In case of at- 
tempt to disperse the meeting we should sim- 
ply strike them down, as the best we could, 
with bombs, or whatever should be at our dis- 
posal. One or two from each group were 
to compose a committee to be 
sent to Haymarket. They were to observe the 
movements, notonly in Haymarket but in 
different parte of the city, and if a conflict 
should happen they should report tous. If it 
happened in the day time, then they should 
cause the publication of word “Ruhe.” If in 
the evening or night, they should report per- 
sonally to members at their homes. The 
word was a signal to meet and was only to be 
inserted ina newspaper if downright revolu- 
tion occurred. Fischer suggested the word, 
and it was arranged that the publication 
shou'd be made in the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung Letter Box. A committee was ap- 
pointed to attend to the publication. I only 
know one of the committee, Kramer. All 
resent at the meeting accepted the plan. 

hey voted by raising the hand, Engel pat 
the question to the meeting. The plan was 
to repeat to sach reliable men as were absent, 
I repeated it to some who came in later. 

Witness was at Zephs hall when the bomb 
was thrown. There was some commotion and 
the doors were closed. When they were opened 
he started home, stopping at Enogels’s house 
on the way. Hetold a number of acquant- 
ances that were drinking beer that a bomb 
had been thrown in Haymarket, and about a 
hundred people had been killed-there. He 
said the crowd should make haste home. 

Wiiness was asked: “Did you ever have 
anv bombs?” 

To this question, Foster, of counsel for the 
defense, Warmly objected. Any bomb wit- 
ness might have had nothing to do with 
case unless it were handed to the man who 
threw itat Haymarket. :

Witness then proceeded to answer the 
question as to whether he ever had any bombs, 
and told how, about a year and a half ago, 
bombs had been distributed to him and others 
by Fischer for use at a meeting of thanks- 
giving if attacked by the police, just as it 
happened this time.

ACCIDENT TO A CIRCUS. 


Forepaugh’s Traln Wrecked and Twenty- 
Seven Horses Killed. 


PORTLAND, Me., July 16.—At 3:20 a. m., to- 


day, Forepaugh’s stock and wagon train, bound 
from Augusta to Waterville, Me.. met with a 
serious accident near Hall’s Woods, a mile 
above the station of Riverside, 
in Vassalborough, by the breaking 
of an axle on a forward truck ofacar. Four 
cars left the track, and were piled up and 
badly wrecked. They were filled with heavy 
teams and band horses, twenty in the car, 
The sheck threw the animals down and 
crushed them among the debris. Seven were 
piled up in one end of the car and instantly 
killed. The struggles of those alive were 
fearful to witness. Twenty-seven are dead, 
a number of them having been so badly in- 
jured as to necessitate kill- 
ing. One buckskin stallion was vaiued at a 
$1,000. Eight buckskin band horses are dead 
Edward Sharp, of Philadelphia, poleman, and 
John Murray, of Waterville, Maine Central 
railroad brakeman, were on the car with the 
broken axle. Sharp jumped to the ground 
and was thrown down and penned beaeath 
the car, where he lay for half an hour, being 
nearly suffocated. He had given up all hoves 
of being saved, but was finally rescued and 
will recover. John Murray escaped by run- 
ning back to the cars in the rear. 


THE ALABAMA BAPTISTS. 


They Begin Their Sixty-third Annual Ses- 
sion. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 16.—[Special.]— 
The sixty-third annua! session of the Alabama 
State convention met here today. Hon. Jona- 
than Harralson, of Selma, was re-elected pres- 
ident; J. J. D. Renfroe, D. D., first vice presi- 
dent; W. C, Chouland, D. D., second vice pres- 
ident. There are 500 delegates in attendance 
and many distinguished visitors. Thirteen 
hundred churches and sixty-five associations 
are represented in the convention, a larger 
0 «uber than ever before. The morning sea- 
sion was devoted to hearing reports of com- 
wittees. The report of the trustees of Howard 
college shows that that institution is in a pros- 
perous condition and free of debt. The report 
f the home mission board shows a large in- 
c.case in the receipts and amount of work 
accciwplished. The committee on the evan- 
gelizaiion of the colored race reports an in- 
creased religious intelligence among the ne- 
grocs, and recommends that the convention 
adept some plan for the better education of 
colored ministers. The convention will be in 
sescsicn five days. 


REBELLION IN MEXICO. 


The Revolutionists Capture a Town ard Kill 
Five Citizens. 

Cuicaco, July 16.—A special dispatch from 
Mier, in the state of Tamaulipas, Mexico, says 
a courier has just{arrived from the interior and 
reported that the revolutionists, under com- 
mand of Juan Trevino, captured the town of 
Agualeguas. Five citizens were killed in the 
fight. General Reyes has ordered the eighth 
reguiars to Agualeguas, with instructions to 
fight the revolutionists wherever he finds 
them. The revolutionary party is gaining 
strcugth daily. A large number of ite sym- 
pathizers are coming in from the state of 
Cobauila and Nenvo Leon, and also from 
Texas. Governor Cuellar is at Victoria, the 
capital of the state. He will probably be 
6bliged to call on the federal government to 
put down the rebellion, and in that case mur- 
tial law will be declared.

after a short absence, returned a verdict of 
$252 actual damages sustained by Dalaney in 
the levy and sale of his stock.

A REMEARING OF THE CASE IN 
LONDON. 


Sir Charies Ciaims That the Story is « 
Prepered by His Bnemiesto Injure ‘ona 


Lonpon, July 16.—The rehearing ia the 
divorce case of Crawford against Crawford and 
Dilke, reoponed by the queen’s proctor, was 
begun today. Sir Charles Dilke, co-respon- 
dent, was present,“ as also were Mrs. 
Crawford and her sister. The courtroom was 
crowded, Counsel for the queen’s proctor, in 
opening the case asserted that the servants 
mentioned by Mrs. Crawford in her confession 
as being present or witnessing her meetings 
with Sir Charles Dilke, at his house 
or elsewhere, did not confirm Mrs. Crawford's 
statements in any particular. Sarah, the 
maid, who, Mrs. Crawford said, dressed ber ia 
Sir Charles’s apartments after his d 


from an a tment there, deni cou 

said, that she ever did as Mra. Crowinnl a 
leged. The Frenchwoman Fannie, who, Mrs. 
Crawford confessed brought her into relations 
with Sir Charles Dilke, had, counsel admitted, 
disappeared, but Sir Charies Diike himself 


would testify and show that he 
was not with Mrs. Crawford on 
the dates she alleged he was 


in company with her and Fanny. The wo- 
man who kept the bouse in Warren street, 
wherein Mis. Crawford said she met Sir 
Charlies, would show that the respondent 
never slept there as alleged. Sir Charles 
Dilke’s coachman would show that he never 
stayed long at Mrs. Crawford’s house waiting 
for his master to terminate his visits to Mrs. 
Crawford. The coachman would further 
testify that he could have seen if anything 
wrong had been done in the room 
where Mrs. Crawford received Sir Charles, iu 
her own house, as a coachman from his box 
could easily see over the whole area of the 
room. Conscientious opinion makes of the 
rehearing a a attempt to whitewash Sir 
Charlies Dilke. rs, Crawford adheres to 
every statement made in her confession. 

Sir Charles Dilke being sworn denied, total- 
ly, all the allegations concerning him made by 
Mrs. Crawford in her confession. Dilke de- 
clared that Mrs. Crawford’s confession was an 
act of deliberate conspiracy against him. He 
accounted for the animus prompting this con- 
spiracy by saying that he once, through a 
friend, advised Mrs. Crawford to abandon 
an intrigue she then had with Captain Fors- 
ter. The captain, learning of this advice, 
charged the witness, during an interview, in 
1865, with trying to blast his (Forster’s)fchar- 
acter, and challenged the witness to a duel. 
Witness declined the challenge and treated 
the affair as utterly ridiculous. Witness then 
proceccded to furnish evidence su 2 
that Captein Forster and Mrs. Crawf fi 
ing that diecovery of their liason was immi- 
nent, concocted the story against Sir Charles 
Dijke contained in the lady's confession. The 
court then adjourned. 

When summoned as a witness, Sir Charles 
Dilke was visibly affected. In walking to the 
witness box he almost staggered, but he 
soon recovered his self possession and an- 
sewered questions with clearness and decision. 
For instance, he replied to the question: “Did 
you make love to Virginia Crawford?” with 
“No; certainly not,” clearly and distinctly. 
and with good emphasis onthe “ certainly.’ 

Mrs. Crawford and Sir Charles Dilke fre- 
quently exchanged glances. The former 
smiled amusedly, when Sir Charles denied that 
a liason had existed between them. The 
spectators in the court xeom showed great in- 
terest in the narratives of the witnesses, re—- 
garding Sir Charles’s alleged intimate rela- 
tions with the French woman, who was form- 
erly in the service of bis father and afterwards 
in his own service. Sir Charles, it is stated, 
allowed her forty pounds yearly, and when 
she was in England always visited her at No, 
65 Warren street. Much interest was taken 
in the story how the mysterious “Fanny” van- 
ished, reappeared, vanished again before the 
last trial, reappeared afterwards and gave 
evidence to Sir Charles Dilke’s solicitor, and 
finally vanished and is now not to be found. 
It is generally thought that Sir Charles has 
not emerged from the croes-examination with 
credit. 

The court was crowded with notables, in- 
cluding many well known ladies. The re- 
porters had difficulty in obtaining seats. 
Crowds of people were unable to gain admit- 
tance. Mrs. Virginia Crawford was accompa- 
nied by “her _ sisters, Mrs. Ashton 
Dilke and Mrs. She 
arrived early and conversed animateily 
with her counusel, George Lewis. Sir Charles 
Dilke, who was accompanied by his wife, 
looked careworn. He followed the evidence 
with the keenest interest.

Is is freqnently the case that a 
five minutes’ conversation would be the means 
of exving a big sumofmoney, The advantage 
overthe telegraph being the immediate ex- 
change of imformation between parties in the 
two cities having a matter of mutual interest 
atstake. It is to be hoped that business men 
will come down handsomely along the line, so 
that the company can afford to put up the 
wires. About $8,000 will be the cost of the 
plant.

From the Chattanooga Times. 

The Times’ readers will remomber that a 
few days since the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad company filed a bill in the chancery 
courtin this city, asking for an injunction to 
prevent the Nashville and Chattanooga road 
from discriminating against’ and to 
cow pel the said Nashville and 
Chattanooga to receive and haul 
the cars of the complainant company loaded 
with iron ore and consigned to Cowan and 
South Pittsburg. 

To the bill the Nashville and Chattanooga 
filed an answer and cross bill, in which it was 
charged that the Alabama Great Southern had, 
long before the refusal of the Nashville and 
Chattanooga to receive their cars, habitually 
discriminated against the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga; that the said Alabama Great South- 


ern had uently made a rate of fifty cents 
per ton fo n shipped from the Walker iron 
furn tanooga to be shipped over 
other an the Alabama Great Southern; 
and that.when consignors desired to ship by 


the Nashville and Chattanooga an additional 
fifty cents would be charged, which virtually 
cow pelled shippers to refase to send products 
over the said Nashville and Chattanooga, 

The answer and cross bill raised an issue 
and decidedly interesting litigation was prom- 
ised over the settlement of the trouble. 

Yesterday, however, President Frank Bond 
notified the attorneys of the Alabama Great 
Southern, Messrs. Shepherd & Frazier, to 
withdraw the suit of the Alabama Great 
Southern company against the Nashville and 
Chattanooga, and that the Alabama Great 
Southern pay all cost of the litigation as far as 
it bad gone. 

HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

President Bond, of the Queen and Crescent 
and President Thomas, of the Nashville and 
Chattanooga, retin Washington daring the 
sitting of the Southern Railway aad Steam- 
ship asscciation, in session at Washington, and 
held a conference relative to the treuble pend- 
ing between these two roads. President Bond’s 
attention was brought to the true situation of 
things, and it is understood that an agreement 
was reached between the two presidents which 
wiil lead to more amicabie relations between 
the two roads. 

All discriminations by the two roads against 
each other will be withdrawn, and each will 
be treated by the other as all other lines cen- 
tering in Chattanooga. This means that ship- 
pers over the Alabama Great Southern and 
the Nashville and Chattanooga will hereafter. 
have the same rates as if they shipped by any 
other route, and that the cars of the Alabama 
Great Southern will be hauled to Cowan aad 
Pittsburg as heretofore. 

Thus ends a suit that promised some lively 
developments had it been fully prosecuted. 


MORE RAILROAD CONNECTION. 


Strong Resolutions Passed by the People of 
Monticello. 

MONTICELLO, Ga., July 16.—[Special.]—At

It is doubtless 
kDOWD, and probably the subject has been weli 
considered by the business men of Atlantathat two 
extensive lines of railroad are now in process of con- 
struction—both flanking the city—and thus di- 
verting from her vast amounts of business and 
trade. And that from Monticello another line is 
now being surveyed and willsoon be under way 
to Athens, Ga., via Madison, connecting at Athens 
with the Richmond and Danville system. And 
still another line from Monticello to Eatonton, Ga., 
is under consideration, with all the stocks assured, 
and the prospects of an early teginning of work 
good. We therefore suggest further that a railroad 
from Atlanta direct to this point, or to some point 
near here on the Covington and Macon road, and 


‘onward to some point of deep water on the Savan- 


neh river, would afford great compensation 
for the loss likely to ensue by reason Sof 
the flanking © roads. Such a road would 
be, alike, eligible to Augusta, Charleston, Port 
Royal and Savannah—and through Savannah 
would furnish one of the most pleasant routes to 
Florida, besides it would pass through] probably 
the very finest section of the black belt of the 
state, and traverse the region of the best shoals 
and water powers in the state.

Priority Over Mortgages. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 16.—Jadge Jack- 
son, in the United States circuit court today, pro- 
nounced an opinion in one of the suits against the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
of much interest tothe company and the suitors 
against it. Under the mortgage of 1881 it has been 
claimed by the company that the rights of the 
mortgagees were superior to those.of the judgment 
creditors, for personal damages, as well as those of 
other creditors, end that no satisfaction 
of such judgment could be had there- 
for uutil after the mortgage had been fully 
discharged, His honor held that while, at com- 
mon law, a mortgage would take precedence of 
all other claims; yet, under the special statutes of 
Tennessee, which he held to be valid, judgments 
for services rendered or for personal injuries, have 
gr over the mortgage. He also stated that 
on such cases, upon proper motion, he would di- 
rect sufliciency.of purchase money, under the 
mortgage, to be withheid for the satisfaction of 
judgmerts.

Southern Credit. 


The Boston Advertiser sticks to it that 
the south must have the northern standard 
ef commercial honesty before she can hope 
i @ecape the evils of high interest and 
insurance rates. 

To bolster upits sweeping charges,the Ad- 
vertiser prints an anonymous note from Au- 
gusta to the following effect: 

But in Georgia the situation is simply outra- 
geous, and under our present homestead laws gives 
dishonest debtors a most serious advantage of 
creditors; and as for the high sense of commercial 
honor you refer to, many of the alleged ‘‘best’’ bus- 
iness men here think no more of going back on a 
written contract than they would of killing a mos- 
quite, and a verbal contract is many times worse. 
nonsense. Malicious and 
disgruntled persons write such letters from 


~éevery city in the union. Our homestead 


laws will stand comparison with those of 
numerous other states. The exemptions in 
Massachusetts are about equal to those al- 
lowed in Georgia. New York exempts 
$1,500. Nevada allows $5,000. Wyoming 
exempts about $2,000. Kansas allows a 
homestead without limitation as to value. 
In fact most of the northern and western 
‘states are very liberal in the matter of home- 
steads. 

The dishonesty of ‘‘alleged best business 
men,’ is not worth discussing, but when the 
Advertiser says that dishonest men are more 
promptly and adequately punished in the 
north than in the south, it shows a disposi- 
tion to ignore the facts. It is not necessary 
to go back very far to point out gray haired 
defaulters in the southern states who, in 
spite of social position, church standing, 
etc., have been sent to the penitentiary or 
forced to flee the country. Another point. 
Northern judges are much more liberal in 
suspending sentences, and northern gover- 
nois are more ready to pardon gentlemanly 
criminals than is the case in the south, 

No, our people have no cause to reproach 
themselves for a lack of commercial honesty 
or for the lax administration of justice. If 
they have to pay high rates of interest, it is 
because they came out of the war witb ab- 
solutely nothing. They bad to go in debt 
and with their disorganized labor system, 
and years of misrule, their progress has been 
retarded. So far as the repudiation of cer- 
sain fraudulent carpet-bagger obligations 
are concerned, we may rest easy. 
What we have done _ for the 
preservation of honest government has 
never hurt our credit. Altogether, we are 
getting along very well without any advice 
from New England moralists. The north- 
erners who have come down here to grow up 
with the country are not complaining. They 
buy and sel), and marry and give in mar- 
riage, and enjoy life without suspecting that 
they are any the worse for being mixed up 
with a people who are outside the circle of 


be understood by the unfriendly stranger 
who views us from afar. When people know 
each otherthey frequently find it necessary 
to throw away their prejadices and revise 
their former estimates.

Not Altogether Dry. 

With few exceptions the newspapers of the 
country are, perhaps through misinforma- 
tiop, conveying the impression that Atlanta 
is openly defying the prohibition law. 

This is a mistake. The law is not only 
strictly enforced, but it is cheerfully obeyed. 
It is true that liquor continues to be sold, bat 
it is not sold by the drink. It issold by the 
quart by some half a dozen dealers whose 
license will not expire until late in the sum- 
mer or early in the fall. When these Ncenses 
expire the liquor traffic here will beat an 
end. 

Our people respect laws and obey them, 
whether they like them or not. When it 
became unlawful to retail liquor by the glass 
the business stopped. Twoor three months 
from now, when the last quart license rans 
out, that branch of the traffic will be wiped 
out. 

With these facts before them the outside 
world will see that Atlanta is not violating 
the law. The example of Portland, Bangor 
and other alleged prohibition cities will not 
be imitated here. Nor is it likely that the 
Providence dodge will be tried. - In that 
city they are selling a ‘‘temperance beer,’’ 
said io be non-intoxicating, but in reality 
containing at least three per cent of alcohol. 
The authorities pretend to be hopelessly in 
doubt about the character of this beer, and 
in the meantime it has a lively sale. No such 
palpable evasion of the law would be toler- 
ated here for aday. Our friends at adis- 
tance will do well to discount the wild re- 
ports in circulation. They may rely upon 
it that if we are not altogether ‘‘dry’’ we are 
dsying as rapidly as could be expected. 


A New Danger. 

The doctors in Pennsylvania are tremend- 
ously excited over a remarkable case of blood 
poisoning. The victim, it seems, was bitten 
by adrunken man. In a short time the 
sufferer lost his senses, and his symptoms 
were similar to those of hydrophobia. 

It has long been known that the bite of 
various animals will sometimes result in 
what is called hydrophobia. If the bite of 
a drunken man is equally as dangerous it is 
time for the people to be on their guard. An 
old toper running at large is much more 
difficult to deal with than amad dog. As a 
precautionary measure mnuzzles might be 
tried. We muzzle dogs, and why not men, 
when they are suspecied of biting proclivi- 
ties? The objection may be urged that the 
muzzle would involve the deprivation of 
personal liberty, but in this progressive age 
personal liberty is nowhere when those who 
claim it are in the minority. If it is lawfal 
to lock up the body of a drunken man, it is 
only one step further to lock up his mouth 
when he is circulating among people.

How to Measure Earthquakes. 
Lieutenant Glassford in San Francisco Chronicle. 

“Speaking of the measurement of earth- 
quakes, how is the extent of the vibrations deter- 
mined?’ asked the reporter. 

“The yibrations are mea‘ured in a very simple 
manner. If the extent of the vibration is desired 
without any great oes a tumbler is filled 
with ink and placed on atable. During the earth- 
quake the ink will be agitated to and fro and stain 
the sides ofthetumbler. The height of the stain 
will be some gauge to the extent of the vibration. 
But the  seientific way of measuring 
earthquakes is by means of the  earth- 
quake pencil. his is simply a _ pencil 
inverted on atripod. The pencil is arranged to 
oscillate with the greatest freedom. During an 
earthquake the pencil sways like a pendulum and 
leaves amark ona or of white paper which 
stretches aeross the bottom of the instrament. 
The friction of the pencil on the — is ac- 
counted for in the calculation. The length of 
the line made by the pencilis an accurate meas- 

rement of the extent or intensity of the vibra- 
tion. These pencils could be, without much cost, 
distributed ai the signal service stations, princi- 
pally in carthagaks and volcanic regions, and 
observations of internal disturbances of the 
earth taken at the same time as the other 
bent Seta het and wi'h little additional 
rouble,’

The news of this career of murder, the re- 
ward of $800 had reached every county in the 
state, and watchful men were on the alert. Ou 
the day before New Years a st e negro 
made his appearance in Camilla, Mitchell 
county, who gave his name as Richard Bell. 
He was traced to the turpentinery of L. M. 
Collins, where he had procured employment, 
by Josh Does and Judson Collins, who were 
confident that he was the fugitive. They 
came upon him suddenly, and, without giving 
him a chance of defense, bound him aon took 
him back to Camilla. There he confossed that 
he was Dick Townsend; that he bad com- 
mitted the murders charged against him, and 
that he had nothing to regret. 

His trialcame on shortly after, the charge 
agaipst him being the murder of Sheriff Ep- 
person. He was duly tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, The sentence brought to him 
pnoterror, for he talked and laughed as 
lightly as if nothing was in the balance. His 
prison life has been very annoying to the 
jailer. He was profane, viojent, and ever 
ready to escape if the means came in his way. 
Once he had one of the jailers locked up in 
his cage,and a fifth murder was narrowly 
averted. 

THE END COMEs. 

Townsend expiated his terrible crime today 
upon the gallows. People were here from all 
the surrounding counties. They 
arrive early in the morning, and by 11 o’clock 
3,000 anxious spectators had assembled 
around the jail. On yesterday 
Townsend made a statement and said he had 
only committed two crimes—the killing of 
Epperson and the assassination of Mr. Cohen, 
in Florida. This morning, about an hour 
before his execution, he told quite a different 
tale, He acknowledged that he had got into 
a fight with his brother in south Florida. 

“I shot him down, but don’t know whether 
I killed him or not,” said the candidate for the 
gallows. 

_With the ntmost nonchaiance he continued 
giving a history of his crimes. 

“I shot one fellow near Wallis Mill, in this 
county, five years ago. I shot Jack Scafford 
about four years ago, in Hamilton county, Fla. 
I knocked Wright Martin in the head but he 
came to. I knocked Cohen for his money. [ 
gave him two licks with an ax.” 

This morning he talked freely and ration- 
ally on allsubjects. He said be ate the big- 
gest breakfast today he ever saw. 

At 12 o’clock the prisoner, accompanied by 
Sheriff Harrell, Mr. J.N. Talley, a colored 
preacher and a guard, appeared near the en- 
closure around the gallows, and began his 
harapgue. Before he left the jail he asked for 
one hour in which to make his speech. This 


was granted, but he scarcely spoke 
five minutes. His talk was similar 
to the speeches delivered on such 


occasions, was mixed up with chant songs and 
advice to his hearers to take warning at his 
fate. He said he had led a bad life, and had 
gambled and committed many crimes, but 
thank God his election was sure and he was 
certain for heaven. His manner was 
cool and collected, and he seemed not to re- 
alize that he was standing on the precipice 
that divided time from eternity. The rop

‘THE GIBBET IN LOUISIANA. 


Three Negroes Hung for Murder—All Willing 
to Die. 

SHREVEPORT, La., July 16.—George Harri- 
son, colored, aged twenty-two years, was hang- 
ed today for the murder of George Allen, aged 
sixty. The prisoner was cool and self-possess- 
ed tothe last and acknowledged the murder. 
He said he was ready to be hangsd for the 
murder and announced his willingness to go. 
He said he believed he would at once enter 
heaven. The drop fell at 2:25 and in nine 
minutes the coroner pronounced Harrison 
dead. His neck was broken by the fall. 

DoNALDSONVILLE, La,, July 16.—Sampson 
Roland and George Solomon, both colored, 
were hanged here today for murder. The con- 
demned men were baptized yesterday by Rev. 
Thomas Brown, of Mount Olive Baptist 
church. They seemed reconciled to their 
doom, and while ascending the gellows walk- 
ed steadily. They listened calmly to the read- 
ing of the death warrant. Rev. Mr. Butler 
then said the “Lord’s prayer,”’ and the prison- 
ers followed him with calm, firm voices. They 
asked their friends to meet them in heaven. 
The trap was sprung at 12:30 o’clock, and half 
an Me. later the bodies were cut down. The 
corgner expressed the opinion that death re- 
sulted from strangulation in both cases.

He drove a priest from his cell with his 
club and spent his time in giving vent to the 
vilest imprecations. An extra guard was 
placed over him, but it was afterwards found 
necessary to bind him with leather straps.

EXECUTIVE GLEMENCY., 


IT IS BX TEN DED TO GEORGE BROWN 
THECONVICT. 


His Services During the Mutiny at the Dade Coal 
Mines Rewarded—Interesting Story of Brown's 
Antecedentae—Living Under an Alias— 
Governor MecDaniel’s Order. 


Yesterday, Governor McDaniel granted a 
full pardon to George Brown, the convict who 
rendered such valuable aid to the authorities 
during the recent mutiny at the Dade coal 
mines. 

Brown's story is an interesting one. Early 
in 1878, he was deputized by the sheriff of 
Cobb county to arrest an escaped convict. 


the convict attempted to resist arrest to shoot 
him, 

“Buti am not an officer,” replied Brown, 
“and am not authorized to shoot him.” 

“I atthodtize you as my deputy to shoot 
him, if he attempts to resist,” insisted the 
sheriff 

Brown took the pistol and went a short dis- 
tance into the country 

TO ARREST THE CONVICT." 

When found the latter resisted and attempted 
to escape, and Brown shot and killed him. 
At the March term of the superior court of 
Cobb county, in the same year, Brown was 
convicted of murder and was sentenced to b3 
hanged. Strenuous efforts were made to have 
him pardoned, resulting in the governor’s 
commuting his sentence to imprisonment for 
life. In January, 1879, he was sent to the 
Dade coal mines, where She has since re- 
mained. 

In July, 1879, Dr. James A. Gray, of this 
city, visited the mines with a legislative com- 
mittee. Among the convicts he found Brown, 
and was favorably impressed by his appear- 
ance and manner. He was about twenty-five 
years old, six feet tall, and weighed about two 
hundred and seventy-five pounds. He was en- 


convicts. 


and said: 

“I have been told that your name is not 
Brown.” 

“Well, sir,” replied Brown, “if it isn’t, what 
good will it do me to tell what it really is?” 

_ “Perhaps your friends might be found and 
induced to become interested in your case.” 

“My father is a gooi man and all my people 
are respectable. It will be better for them 
not to know that I am in the penitentiary.” 

“But if your people are respectable and you 
can establish that your record wag good previ- 
ous to the time you killed the convict in Cobb 
county, the peculiar nature of your case may 
induce the governor to pardon you.” 

Brown was silent a moment, and then said: 

“T hadn’t thought of it in that light. Ifyou. 
will interest yourself in my case, I will tell 
you my name.” 

Dr. Gray promised his assistance, and 
Brown 

TOLD HIM HIS NAME, 

When Dr. Gray returned to Atlanta, he at 
once took steps to redeem his promise. He 
had been informed by Brown that his father 
lived in Oswego, N. Y. As a preliminary step 
Dr. Gray wrote tothe postmaster of Oswego 
and asked if there was such a man in that city 
as Brown had described his father tobe. He 
also described Brown, and asked if the man 
bad such a son. The postmaster replied 
affirmatively to both questions. He described 
Brown’s father as a well to do citizen of Oswe- 
go, and said that he had a son of Brown’s 
woe who had mysteriously disap- 
peared. He closed his letter by asking what 
prompted Dr. Gray’s inquiries. Dr. Gray re- 
plied, giving the outlines of Brown’s story. 
Soon after. Dr, Gray received letters from 
Brown’s father and a Baptist preacher, implor- 
ing him to interfere in Brown's behalf. Both 
letters declared that Brown’s reputation at 
Oswego was good: 

DR. GRAY SOUGHT DR. RAINES, 
then principal physician to the penitentiary, 
told him Brown’s story and showed 
letters from Oswego. , 

“T have tought you,” Dr. Gray said, “be- 
cause I thought you would be more likely 
than anybody else to interest yourself in the 
unfortunate convict’s case.” 

Dr. Raines took the letters and promised to 
lay the matter before the governor. Whether 
he redeemed his promise or not is not known, 
but Brown was not pardoned. 

Thursday morning, when Dr. Gray read in 
THE CONSTITUTION the account of Brown’s 
praiseworthy conduct during the mutiny, ke 
at once remembered himand the efforts that 
had been made seven years ago to secure his 
pardon. Unfortunately, Dr. Gray could not 
for the life of him remember Brown’s true 
name. Hesought Colonel Towers, principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, and told him what 
he knew of Brown, and also informed him of 
the letters that had been given to Dr. Raines, 

A SEARCH WAS MADE 

for the letters in the executive oflice, but they 
could not be found. Dr. Raines died in 1884. 
Dr. Gray ealled on Mrs. Raines and asked per- 
mission to examine the papers left by her hus- 
band relating te the penitentiary. She re- 
plied that after her husband’s death all his 

apers relating to the penitentiary were 

arned. Dr. Gray again sought Colonel Tow- 
ers and informed him of the result of his 
search. 

“Well,” said Colonel Towers, ‘I will tell the 
governor what you have told me.” 

This was done, and it is presumed that it 
had its effect in inducing the governor togrant 
the pardon. 

Brown will visit Atlanta in a few days. He 
desires to thank the governor for his clem- 
ency, and to show his gratitude to the friends 
in - Tg county who aided him when he was 
tried. 


DR. GRAY APPROACHED HIM, 


THE GOVERNOR'S ORDER 
granting the pardon is as follows: 

BTaTE OF GEORGIA, Executive Department, At- 
lenta, July 16, 1886.—To Hon. John R. Towers, 
Principal Keeper of the Penitentiary of said State: 
Whereas, George Brown was- sentenced at the 
March term, 1878, of the superior court of Cobb 
county to be hanged for the offense of murder; and, 

Whereas, on January 9, 1879, the governor of this

A SBRIOUS CHARGE AGAINST A 
WEALTHY PLANTSR. 


7. B. Bowles, of Woodville, Brought te Atianta 
Charged With Shoving the Queer— Placed Ua- 
der Bond—Some Interesting Facts Con- 
meoted W ith the Case—New Evidence. 


Deputy Marshal Haynes returned yesterday 
from Woodville bringing with him J. H. 
Bowles, charged with making and passing 
counterfeit coin. 

Tue CoNsTITUTION yesterday contained an 
account of the circulation of a large amount of 
counterfeit money at Union Point and Wood- 
ville, some of it falling into the hands of Dap- 
uty Collector Smith, who was in that section 
of the country on a business trip, and who at 
once notified Collector Crenshaw, asking that 
some one be sent to investigate. Collector Cren- 
shaw rent Deputy Collector Fite, with in- 
structiens to make a thorough investigation 
and not to come away as long as 
there remained any hope of 
apprehending the makers of the queer. Mr. 
Fite was successful, and after a two days’ stay 
at Union Point and Woodville, returned to 
Atlanta, bringing with him several pieces of 
counterfeit money and the names of J. H. 
Bowles and J. C. Bone, against whom he 
said he 

HAD AN ABUNDANCE OF EVIDENCE, 

To the collector he related all the facts, and 
told how he had worked the case. Mr. Cren- 
shaw had aconsultation with District Attorney 
Hill, and going before Commissioner Haight 
warrants were issued for Bowles and Bone. 

These warrants were placed in the hands of 
Deputy Marshals Haynes and Murphy, and 
Thursday afternoon they left via the Georgia 
road for Woodville. At Union Point, where 
they changed cars for the Athens branch to go 
to Woodville, they were joined by Deputy 
Collector Smith, who anticipated their coming 
and had beenfin waiting for them, using his 
leisure time in accumulating evidence against 
the two men who were suspected. 

When the officers arrived at Woodville, 
which isa place of about 200 inhabitants, 
seven miles from Union Point, on the Athens 
branch of the Georgia road, they circulated 
around and succeeded in getting together 
several 

DOLLARS OF THE SPURIOUS COIN 
from different people at that place. An old 
lady named Mrs. Callahan, had a few dollars 
and could not tell when or where she got it. 
The clerk at J.C. McWhorter’s store found a 
small amount in the drawer, and said he just 
run across it. 

About half past nine o’clock the officers 
started off for Bowles’s residence. He lives 
four miles from Woodville, and is considered 
one of the best citizens of the county. Upon 
reaching the place, a lovely country home, 
Deputy Marshal Haynes knocked on the door. 
There was no response. Another knock, and 
then 

A DOOR OPENING INTO THE HALLWAY 
opened and some one asked: 

“‘Who’s there?” 

“Friend,” was the reply. 

“Well, who are you?” asked the man on th 
inside. : 

“Open the door and we will tell you.” 


The door opened and a form in ghostly rai- 


ment was brought to view. 

“Is this Mr. Bowles?” was asked. 

“It is. WhatcanIdofor you?” replied the 
man in ghostly garments. 

“We have a warrant for you for passing 
counterfeit money.”’ 

This was a staggerer to Mr, Bowles, but af- 
te: a few moments he recovered himself and 
invited the officers in. It wasdecided that 
Deputy Collector Smith should remain with 
Mr. Bowles, while Deputy Marshals Haynes 
and Murphy would godown to Bone’s house 
and give hima call. When the two men 
reached Bone’s residence all was dark. There 
was not asound to be heard, but upon going 
up the steps they found a lady sitting under... 

THE SHADE OF THE CLINGING VINES. 

She made heraelf known, and said she was 
the wife of the man they were hunting for, 
but that he was not at home and she dit not 
know when he would return. The officers 
asked permission to search the house, which 
was granted. Every nook and corner was 
examined, but nothing could be found. They 
looked for a silver pitcher and some britania 
ware, which they knew Bone had purchased, 
but this could not be found. The lady was 
questioned, but she refused to tell 
where the ware was. This convinced 
the oflicers that Bone had used it in making 
the counterfeit money. Aftersatisfying them- 
selves that Bone was not in the house, they 
returned to Bowles’s, whose residence was 
only about 200 yards up the road. Mr. 
Bowles furnished the officers with sleeping 
rooms, and soon all was quiet. At 4 o’clock 
Mr. Bowles asked permission to call up his 
hands, which was granted. He walked: eut 
through the hall, and reaching up gathered a 
large kettledrum. This he carried to the door, 
and walking out on the back verandah 

BEAT THE MORNING REVEILLE, 

It was music, and carried the officers back 
to the old plantation days. As the last sound 
of the drum died away a dozen or more dar- 
kies answered the call with loud shouts. Ina 
half hour the hands, fully a half hundred, 
were ready for work, and Mr. Bowles gave 
them orders as to what to do; and turning to 
the officers, said that as soon as they could get 
breakfast he would take a team and drive over 
to the station.

lot. Parties area necessary part of every gov- 
ernment, and {differences make party issues, 
He said that today we are in a peculiar state 
of things. 
CONTENTION IN CONGRESS 
arises from the conflict between capital and 
labor. Today re are seven billions of capi- 
tal invested in railroads. Capitalists every- 
where are seeking railro investments. 
Railroads were originally made for the benefit 
of the people, and when the people 
assisted in building them vhey 
telt they were doing somethinz 
for the good of the public. Within the past 
few years things have changed, and today less 
than a dozen men control nearly every mile of 
railroads. These men fix the rates, manner 
and rulesof running the roads. The speaker 
asked if it was a wonder that the people asked 
national legislation. He said that the papers 
attributed strikes to mischief-making people. 
This was not it; but think over one million, 
eight hundred thousand people being under 
the control of less than one dozen. The speak- 
er contended that strikes do not result from 
employes of roads, but are the result of specu- 
lations indulged in in Wall street. The sala- 
ries of employes are brought down so as to 
keep up 
THE VALUE OF WATERED STOCK, 

He deficted the terrible scenes of the Hock- 
ing Valley strike,where homes were buraed 
and property destroyed. All these horrors, he 
eaid, came about to mene up @ Wall street mill- 
ionaire.. This, the speaker contended, was not 
legitimate railroading. It is understood that 
these few men control the elections and leg- 
islation of the country. The men do not want 
the money for a good purpose, but for the pur- 
pose of controlling the ballot box. The peo- 
ple are the slaves of these 
monopolies. The public has a 
right to control the roads. In speaking of 
the discriminatious of railroads, he said At- 
lanta hed suffered no little, and that Colonel 
Hammond had done nothing to bring about a 
better result of affairs. The speaker said 
that on the famous Reagan bill Colonel Ham- 
mond bad never raised his voice to assist his 
people, and this bill was of more importance 
than all the other bills before congress, He 
said Mr. Hammond had shown himself 

IN FAVOR OF MONOPOLIES, 

He had voted against the proposition for a . 
board of arbitration to settle differences be- 
tween railroads and employes. In speaking of 
labor organization, he exp himself as 
decidedly in favor of this, as it was to meet 
the aggression of capital. He, however, be- 
lieved in conservative organization, and said 
it was the salvation of the country. Colonel 
Mynatt referred to Monday night's convention 
as unfair and undemocratic, saying that he 
knew men who had received letters to attend 
a Hammond meeting. That it wascut and 
dried he could not doubt. Colonel 
Hammond’s record on the Cullom bill was se- 
verely attacked, The speaker was frequently 
applauded, and when he had concluded, Mr, 
Haas introduced Colonel Reuben Arnold, who 
made an interesting talk of nearly an hour. He 
was Severe on Colonel Hammond and the na- 
tional bank question. Colonel Arnold kept 
the large crowd in good humor, and said that 
he would gee that the services were continued 
from night to night, so that all could be given 
a chance to hear what Wasto be said. T 
meeting adjourned with cheers for Mynatt: 
and Arnold. *
